Hon. J. E. Blackburn, in his annual 
report for the year ending November 
15, 1900, filed with 
Governor 
Nash 
Wednesday, discusses at length 
the 
oleomargarine question. He expresses 
the opinion that the Grout bill, now 
pending in congress, would prove a 
benefirial law. 
“ If the Grout bill becomes a law.” he 
says, “ it will do much to remove the 
temptation to sell oleo for butter, and 
is sure to have a good effect all over 
the country; if it should fail to become 
a law, then I would recommend 
to 
those interested in the manufacture, 
sale and consumption of pure butter 
to use their influence to have 
state 
laws passed that will enable the local 
courts to handle this clajss of business 
without the necessity for a Jury and 
without the delays that are now a 
regular features of 
this kind of liti­ 
gation. Something patterned after the 
New Ycrk law would, in my opinion, 
be effective. 
“ 1 have said repeatedly, 
privately 
and publicly, that I do 
not 
believe 
there will ever be a way of controlling 
the fraudulent sale of olro until a way 
is found to eliminate the jury 
from 
prosecutions. 
I have seen it demon­ 
strated, hundreds of times, thaj the 
iury system is the safeguard of those 
who deliberately, intentionallv. repeat­ 
edly and defiantly violate the 
laws 
of 
this commonwealth. 
A measure 
to correct this great and serious abuse 
should he immediately passed by our 
legislature.”
